REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-6, 8-15, and 17-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
obvious over Ohishi et al. (U.S. 2003/0140174) in view of Kajita et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,069,706). The primary reference used to reject the claims is Ohishi et al., which has a 
prior art date of January 2, 2003 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(e). The present application 
claims foreign priority to two Japanese patent applications, one of which is JP 2002- 
269284 filed in Japan on September 13, 2002. A verified translation of JP 2002-269284 
was filed on 6/12/2009, thus perfecting the priority date of September 13, 2002. 
Accordingly, Ohishi et al. does not qualify as prior art and therefore the prior art 
rejection is withdrawn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
